points to eleven points a pound. 
With few exceptions this increase 
applies to all steaks, including 
^ alike porter house, round, rib, sir­ 
loin, etc. 
The increase in the roasts is only 
two points. 
A rump roast with 
bone will require 
seven points, 
without the bone ten points. The 
increase for stewing meat will be 
t one point.

Education can 
solve post war 
problems

R. E. Clabaugh, superintendent 
of Arlington Heights public schools 
in addressing the Scarsdale Im­ 
provement 
association 
Friday 
night said that the solution of post 
war problems will depend largely 
on the success of the education of 
this generation of American chil­ 
dren. That statement was his in­ 
troduction to his 
talk 
on the 
“Schools of Arlington Heights.” 
He told the manner on how the 
schools are financed; the personnel 
and operation 
problems and the 
growth of the system and the prob­ 
lems attending that growth. 
Scarsdale Improvement associa­ 
tion is very much interested in the 
community of which it is a part. 
Mayor Goedke, who was original­ 
ly scheduled to talk on village af­ 
fairs, was unable to attend. The 
committee asked Mr. Clabaugh as 
representative of the local school 
system to acquaint their members 
with “school affairs.” The speak­ 
er did a most excellent job, im­ 
pressing upon the parent the obli­ 
gation he owes to the education of 
the child. 
Community participation, stress­ 
ed the speaker, is of great import­ 
ance. “A community can have the 
set of schools it wants, provided it 
plans and works together to that 
end,” stated Mr. Clabaugh. 
“The primary function of a com­ 
munity is not necessarily to train 
children. It is to build a commun­ 
ity in which children can not help 
but grow' up with the necessary 
skills and the proper attitudes for 
participation iii democratic com­ 
munity life.”

Bee man sees 
little fruit 
crop this year 


“Rains, cold kept 
bees in hives" 
says Meineke 


Just because your fruit trees 
had a lot of blossoms does not 
mean that there will be a big 
fruit crop. There is no doubt that 
the pollination this year was very 
low,” says E. A. Meineke, the wTell 
known bee man on Higgins rd. 
The bees only need a few hours 
of good weather a few days dur­ 
ing fruit tree blossoming, but this 
year there was rain in place of 
sunshine. The bees do not like rain 
and will not leave their hives. 
The importance of bees in pro 
motion of fruit and grain crops 
is not realized by the general pub­ 
lic, but government agencies know 
their importance and for that rea­ 
son honey people have been able

“Large fruit men usually plan a 
bee hive for every acre of fruit,” 
says Mr. Meineke. While the bees 
did little work during those May 
rains, they are 
now’’ getting in 
some good licks, and the honey 
crop should be excellent. 
“It is not generally known, but 
the pollination accomplished by 
the bees is considered fifteen times 
more important to the country than 
the honey that they produce. This 
year not only the rains threatened 
this year’s crops, but the bees were 
unable to do anything to save it. 
Reports from Michigan regarding 
pollination of its peach trees are 
very discouraging.”

Monday, June 14, is Flag Day. 
It is the anniversary of the adop­ 
tion of the Flag 
of the United 
States in 177-7. 
It is a fitting time to refresh 
our memories on a few of the 
rules on Flag etiquette. 
The rules for Flag display that 
follow-, are based on the Code that 
was adopted by the National Flag 
conference. 
1. The Flag should be displayed 
from sunrise to sunset when flown 
in the open. 
2. The Flag should 
be raised 
briskly and low-ered slowly. 
3. The Flag must 
never touch 
the ground when it is being raised 
or lowered. 
4. When used on a speakers 
platform (a) if displayed flat, the 
Flag is above 
and behind the 
speaker; (b) if flown from a staff, 
the Flag is in the position of hon­ 
or, at the speaker’s right and pref­ 
erably slightly in front. 
5. If the speaker should not be 
on a platform, but on the floor, on 
the same level with the audience, 
the Flag of the United States, if 
flown from a staff, would be at tho 
speaker’s right. 
6. When the Flag is displayed in 
the chancel of a church, it is in 
the 
position 
of 
honor at 
the 
clergyman’s right as he faces the 
audience, and the church or other 
flag is at his left. 
7. A Flag flown at half mast 
indicates mourning. 
8. Never dip the Flag to any 
person or any thing. 
9. Never display a torn, soiled 
or badly faded Flag, but destroy 
it as a whole privately. 
Our Flag represents our nation’s 
history, for as each new state was 
added to the Union, a star was ad­ 
ded to the field of blue. Illinois 
being added ort December 3, 1818. 
Since the War, Congress has de­ 
creed we must no longer 
extend 
our hand when we pledge allegi­ 
ance to the Flag, but keep our hand 
on our heart until the finish of the 
pledge. The similarity to the Nazi 
salute, was the reason for this. 
Reverance your countries Flag. 
Men are fighting 
and dying to 
keep it flying over a freedom lov­ 
ing nation. This sentiment is ex­ 
pressed in the beautiful poem writ­ 
ten by Henry Bennett, which readf 
in part: 
Sign of a nation, great and strong, 
To ward her people from foreign 
wrong. 
Pride and glory and honor all 
Live in the Colors to stand or fall* 
Hats off! 
Along the street there comes 
A blare of bugles, a ruffle of

SEEKS OUT 'QUEERIOSITIES' IN 
SIX TRIPS AROUND THE WORLD 


Once he threw rocks twice his size 
into the waters of a lake and saw 
them float — this he explained by 
saying the rocks were pumice and 
very light and when dry would 
float a while. 
While traveling himself he was 
bursting with the idea of helping I 
other people travel. He thought up j 
the first bus trip to the Old Man | 
of the Mountain and in 1919 pion­ 
eered a motor trip from Chicago to 
New Orleans, no easy feat in those 
days of dirt roads, poor accommo­ 
dations and newly-invented autos. 
This first trip was written up in 
the Saturday Evening Post. 
He organized all American Ex- j 
press travel bureaus west of Buf­ 
falo, worked out a highway bus 
system of travel which later be­ 
came part of the Greyhound sys­ 
tem. He planned the original air 
passenger routes out of Chicago. 
Then he had the idea of bring­ 
ing travel to the people via radio, 
a field which he is greatly inter­ 
ested in today. Once, to determine 
whether his 
new 
program 
was 
reaching the people he wanted it j 
to, he wrote a play about Scotland 
and had the sound effects man run | 
a train with bells ringing loudly 
right through the middle of the j 
program. 
Over 900 people wrote 
in 
protesting 
that 
in 
Scotland 
trains don’t have bells, thus prov­ 
ing his play was reaching the right 
audience. 
Many Ideas ‘Click’ 
Many of Mr. Spears4 ideas and 
works are the authorities on their 
subjects today. He wrote a book 
teaching ticket sellers how to sell 
tickets, today the Greyhound man­ 
ual. Recently he wrote a book, a 
sort of modern American B aed ek­ 
er, which he believes will come into j 
its own after the war allows r e - j 
sumption of traveling here. He has j 
written innumerable Blue Books, j 
travel manuals and highway books I 
for hotels and oil companies, and 
material for lecture 
services and j 
information for sightseeing com­ 
panies and tour conductors. 
Today, with travel at a stand­ 
still, Mr. Spears is head over heels 
in an advertising campaign to an j 
audience 
of 
27,000,CKK) 
people. 
These are bus and street car pas- i 
sengers, who, through Mr. Spears’ 
ads, are gently being educated in 
a safety campaign and in leveling 
traffic flow to relieve the rush 
hours. 


(This is the thirty fifth of a series 
of interview s with p eo p le in Prospect 
H eights w ho do interesting things.) 


Through an inexhaustible flow 
of original ideas which he follow­ 
ed through until they became, real­ 
ities, W. H. Billy Spears, Marion 
ave., Prospect Heights, has influ­ 
enced the habits of millions of 
Americans during the last thirty 
years. It was he who pioneered the 
first long distance motor trip, the 
first transcontinental motor tour, 
and the first radio dramatization 
of a travel play. 
The 
unusual 
has 
always 
in­ 
trigued Mr. Spears, and in his six 
times around the world as a travel j 
man, he made a practice of seek­ 
ing out and verifying “queeriosi- 
ties.” These he used as a basis for 
five years of radio plays of 45 min­ 
utes duration over WBBM and one 
year over WGES and for advertis­ 
ing campaigns. 
. 
“Seeking 
queeriosities 
I 
have 
eaten poi with the Hawaiians, tak­ 
en a charcoal stove to bed (in the 
back country of Japan), ridden in 
a Pekin cart, danced with the black 
teeth Siamese girls and seen the 
Koreans sleeping on 
street# car 
tracks. This latter, he discovered, 
was because the rails were so cool 
on hot days that they felt good to 
the natives’ heads; however, occa­ 
sionally, when a car failed to stop, 
a head would get lopped off. 
‘ Through the Siamese jungles 
I have ridden on 
an elephant’s 
back, eaten stuffed bamboo shoots 
and roast peacock 
while a short 
distance away the natives partook 
of lizards and rats.” 
___ 
_ 
“I have tried to count the ‘un­ 
countable Buddhas’ on Nikko’s holy 
hill, visited the Temple of Heaven, 
visited with 
the 
Giraffe women, 
watched the ever-standing men in 
Calicut, the Hindoo fakirs on their 
bed of nails and walking on fire, 
visited the traditional Garden of 
Eden and ML Ararat, and once I 
slid down a mountain on a greasy 
rag.”

Spears’ 
adventures 
took 
place while he was a travel man 
for Raymond and Whitcomb of 
, Boston, his home town. 
First Job at 18 
Even from his first job at 18 
— lecturing with colored slides on 
the Chautauqua and old Lyceum 
circuits — he was interested in go- 
| ing places. 
As a young ticket 
agent he conceived the 
idea of 
planning unusual trips 
to out of 
the way places, something which 


I only the rich could then afford. To 
put this into effect he became an 
expert 
on 
South 
America 
and 
North America, so that he could 
tell a prospective client not only 
the customary routes and places to 
stay, but all the unknown places 
and methods of transportation. 
Through a knack of memory and 
being able to steep himself in the 
lore and geography of a pi ace he 
had himself never seen, he could 
take a client to that spot and show 
him over the place as if he were 
a real native. Only once did a cli­ 
ent catch him up on this. 
“The client and I arrived at this 
famous spot, to which neither of 
us had ever been before, by train. 
I had been giving him a glowing 
description of its wonders and oth­ 
er spots on our itinerary. When 
we got off at the station, I took 
him directly to the place we were 
to stay and then we started mak­ 
ing the rounds. I had written and 
talked about the spot so much that 
I knew- the place by heart, but it 
was not what I had thought it 
would be, and the disappointment 
must have shown in my face. When 
he asked if I had ever really been 
there before, I had to admit I 


i hadn’t.” 
Often as the company’s Ameri- 
j can expert Mr. Spears went into 
wild country with explorers. 
In 
1909 he took the Knobb Brothers 
j through the Rainbow Bridge Coun- 
| try; they were the second white 
j visitors. 
In 19X2 he took Zane 
I Grey into the Kaiparowitz coun­ 
try, largest unexplored region in 
i America, seeking the Valley of the 
Devil. Mr. Grey later used this trip 
j as a background for one of his 
books. 
Once he took Ogden Mc- 
! Clurg fishing with a hammer and 
I chisel at Fossil, Wyoming. 
Makes Red Snowballs 
Always, he looked for “queer- 
j iosities.” Once he made red snow- 
I balls. He caught cooked fish, hunt- 
j ed glass snakes, walked on sing- 
j ing sands, dug gold from the “main 
i street literally paved with gold,” 
j attempted to ride wild horses and 
once took his family to see the 
most famous 
kids 
in America.

"NE of the most unique story tellers of our times 
is a 
Danish baroness who writes under the name of Isak Dinesen. '‘W inter’s 
Tales,” a collection of her strange and masterful stories, is a Book- 
of-the-M onth Club selection for June. 
Isak Dinesen is still living in Denmark. 
Getting her manuscript out of this country 
and into the hands of her American pub­ 
lishers was a matter of many months. The 
last communication from her to her pub­ 
lisher read: "It is out of the question that 
I communicate with you further or read 
proof of the book. I therefore place my 
interests entirely in your hands.” 
She has had an unusual life. She grew 
up, she says, "near the sea in tbs country.”

Results of dem onstration plots 
in Peoria county contradict the 
common 
m isunderstanding 
that 
rock phosphate is not easily avail­ 
able to crops. 
On one of these 
plots, 
1,000 
pounds of rock phosphate applied 
in the spring ahead of oats and 
alfalfa seedings were able to pro­ 
duce an increase of a ton of al­ 
falfa the first cutting, according 
to C. M. Linsley, assistant pro­ 
fessor of soils extension, U niversi­ 
ty of Illinois College of A gricul­ 
ture.

‘Legumes such as alfalfa and 
clovers serve as processing plants 
to convert this phosphorous into 
a highly available form for grain 
crops th at follow,” Linsley points 
out. 


F arm ers 
who have lost tfi^ir 
crops because of w ater and are 
wondering ju st w hat they can still 
plant should bear in mind th at su­ 
g ar beets are one of the crops 
produced in this 
section 
whose 
normal habitat is in a range from 
northern Illinois on north. In other 
words it is one of the few crops 
produced in a shorter season than 
any of the crops th at 
farm ers 
raise — notably corn — that re­ 
quires a long growing season. 


Sugar beets can be planted up 
until w'ell in the first half of 
June with the expectations of a 
normal crop. 
However, corn for 
instance, planted in the first half 
of June will give a reduced yield. 
There is a peculiarity about any 
crop th at is planted late when the 
days are long in th at the grow th 
will be very rapid. The m aturity 
will be som ewhat shortened a t the 
expense of yield Alm ost any crop 
of corn th a t yields a fairly good 
num ber of bushels to the acre must 
have at least IOO days for m atur­ 
ity. There are a num ber of v ar­ 
ieties of corn th at have been de­ 
veloped in the north th a t m ature 
in a shorter tim e but at a very 
distinct sacrifice in yields. How­ 
ever, beets have the peculiar char­ 
acteristic of m aking their best and 
quickest grow th during the longer 
days of June and July. As they 
are not injured so much by frost 
in the fall of the year farm ers ate 
fairly safe in putting out beets 
even at this tim e. We would sug­ 
gest this as one of the safe crops 
th a t can be grown and not injured 
by early frosts. 


Water, salt and 
shade required 
for dairy cows 


To keep “contented” cow’s th at 
way and assure good milk produc­ 
tion, 
dairym en 
should 
provide 
them with 
plenty of w ater, salt 
and shade during the hot sum m er 
months ahead. 
If the pasture is w ithout shade 
and w ater, it is better to keep 
the cows on it at night and during 
the cool part of the m orning, mov­ 
ing them to a shady location w here 
salt and w ater are available for' 
the rem ainder of the day, says W. 
B. Nevens, professor of dairy cat­ 
tle feeding, U niversity of Illinois 
College of A griculture. 
Care should be taken to see th at 
good, clean well. w ater is given 
the cows instead of allowing them 
to drink from stag n an t ponds and 
d i r t y 
d i s e a s e - contam inated 
stream s. Salt should be provided 
constantly; once a week is insuf­ 
ficient. 
Heavy spraying w ith fly sprays 
may produce such a thick coating 
on the hair th at cows have diffi­ 
culty keeping cool. No more than 
enough spray to do the job should 
be used.

One feature th at makes it diffi­ 
cult to evaluate 
canning as a 
m eans of preservation, is the wide 
variation in the canning methods 
— pressure cooker, w ater bath, 
oven, and open kettle, says Dr. 
Jean I. Simpson, associate profes­ 
sor of home economics, U niversity 
of Illinois College of A griculture. 
Furtherm ore, each p articular fruit 
or vegetable requires its own spec­ 
ial advance 
preparation 
and its 
own particular kind of processing. 
Accordingly, the effect on the pal­ 
atability, flavor, color, texture and 
nutritive vaule of the produce v ar­ 
ies greatly. 
It is evident th a t the effect of 
canning on the 
palatability 
of 
fru its and vegetables varies wide­ 
ly 
with 
the 
particular 
method 
used. In general, the drastic tre a t­ 
m ent of pressure cooker canning 
necessary for vegetables, gives the 
m ost pronounced effect because of 
the high tem peratures. However, 
some of the m ethods which require 
long-tim e 
processing 
are 
also 
som etim es disastrous to color and 
flavor. This is especially true of 
oven m ethods for fru its of delicate 
color and flavor. The rate of heat 
penetration is slow' in oven can­ 
ning, and hence a long tim e is re­ 
quired for the produce to be heated 
through. In the m eantim e color and 
flavor are appreciably altered. 
In 
determ ining the difference 
between home-canned and commer­ 
cially canned foods, the tim e fac­ 
to r is im portant. Commercial can­ 
ners heat the product rapidly to 
th e required tem perature and as 
soon as processing is completed, 
cool it rapidly. 
This type of treatm en t does a 
good deal in m any cases, to pro­ 
tect quality and it is one of the 
reasons why some 
commercially 
canned products are superior to 
home-canned ones.

i in tin has a distinct advantage in 
this respect, for the tins can be 
plunged into cold W'ater to cool 
them rapidly as soon as the pro­ 
cessing is completed. 
The affect of nutritive value a l­ 
so varies from one canning method 
to another. To a large extent, the 
factors th at affect palatability al­ 
so affect nutritive value, so the 
product which looks and tastes the 
best is m any tim es also best nu­ 
tritionally. Time and tem perature 
are im portant in determ ining vi­ 
tam in 
content. In general, 
the 
higher the tem perature 
required 
for processing and the longer the 
tim e it m ust be applied, the g rea t­ 
er the destruction of vitam ins. 
As in freezing, the chief n u tri­ 
ents to he affected in canning are 
vitam ins A and C. Both are ra th ­ 
er easily destroyed by oxidation. 
Hence if food containing them is 
heated in the presence of air, much 
larg er am ounts are destroyed then 
if air is excluded during process­ 
ing. On this basis, open-kettle can­ 
ning is more destructive to v ita ­ 
min C, especially, then w ater-bath 
canning. Foods which are poured 
when hot are apt to lose consider­ 
able am ounts of vitam in C. On 
the contrary, foods which are pro­ 
cessed in closed containers, as the 
w ater-bath and pressure cooker, 
are protected to some extent from 
such losses. 
Fin*Uv, 
the 
conditions 
under 
which canned foods are- stored will 
have some effect in determ ining 
their quality, lf deter!citation dur­ 
ing storage is to be prevented, the 
produce should be stored in a cool 
place and away from the light.

Red Cross offers war 
swimming courses now 


The Red Cross has been asked 
£ p y the Army and Navy to instruct 
all civilians who are eligible for 
service in the 
armed forces ifi 
swimming and methods of w ater 
safety 
which 
become 
necessary 
during warfare, 
it has been an­ 
n o u n c e d by Edward J. Slezak, di- 
wl'ector of F irst Aid and W ater 
Safety for the Chicago Chapter of 
the Red Cross. 


“In modem w arfare the value 
of knowing how to swim cannot be 
^overemphasized,” Mr. Slezak said, 
* ‘and it is surprising to learn that 
over 60 per cent of the men when 
inducted into service do not know 
how to swim. The Army and Navy 
have asked the Red Cross to take 
over the training of inductees and 
l inen soon to be drafted, teaching 
them how to swim and how to save 
themselves and others when the 
emergency arises.” 


Highlights of the warfare swim­ 
ming course includes: 
The proper technique of enter­ 
ing the w ater when the order 
comes to abandon ship. 
Swimming silently when in en­ 
emy territory or on a special mis­ 
sion in enemy waters. 
f r .Swimming fully clothed and dis­ 
robing in water. 
Swimming with weapons, such 
as a rifle,, without immersing any 


of the mechanisms. 
Swimming when wounded. 
Transporting 
a 
p e r s o n 
on 
stretcher in the water. 
How to take off from a sinking 
or burning ship with a life jacket. 
How to find available objects in 
w ater and using them for supports. 
Proper technique of swimming 
through burning oil. 
Rescuing a fully clothed, tired 
or wounded swimmer. 
Swimming in debris. 
Swimming underwater to avoid 
machine gun strafing. 
Treading water, floating, relax­ 
ing and finning for long periods 
of time when waiting for rescue as 
long as 12 or 15 hours in the wa­ 
ter. 
Artificial respiration. 
All persons over 17 years of age 
who are physically fit and who can 
pass a beginner’s swimming test 
are eligible for enrollment. Classes 
are now in progress and will be­ 
gin continuously throughout the 
summer. 
In formation 
on time 
and places of classes may be se­ 
cured at Red Cross headquarters, 
529 South Wabash ave., telephone 
WAB-7850. 
The beginners’ test that must be 
passed includes rhythmic breath­ 
ing, prone and back float, diving 
into deep w ater and swimming 15 
yards and returning.

C arter H. Harrison, Collector of 
Internal Revenue, announced F ri­ 
day that his office will start the 
release of June 
15th quarterly 
statem ent of income tax bills im­ 
mediately. 
Several thousand will 
be released each day, but the com­ 
pletion of the mailing will not be 
effected until about June 5. 
Mr. Harrison stated th at no ex­ 
isting or pending legislation con­ 
templates relieving taxpayers from 
payment of this June quarterly 
installment. 
Consequently,

urged taxpayers to return their 
remittances immediately as soon 
as 
they 
receive 
the 
bills. 
He 
stated that this would help in the 
orderly and expeditious handling 
of the work by his office. 
Mr. Harrison said that the quar­ 
t e t bill of this year is different 
from the bills issued in previous 
yekrs iii that the bill is in two 
parts, perforated in the tauter. 
One of the parts is to be returned 
with the taxpayers’ 
remittance 
and the other kept for the taxpay­ 
er’s own record. 
He asked that taxpayers refrain 
from sending remittances without 
a bill because by so doing there is 
a delay in giving the taxpayer 
proper credit for his payment. 


Offer ribbon for 
8th blood donation 


Special recognition for persons 
who have contributed a gallon of 
their blood to the armed forces 
through the Red Cross was an­ 
nounced today by Joseph H. King, 
chairman of the Blood Donor ser­ 
vice, Chicago Chapter of the Amer­ 
ican Red Cross. 
Mr. King stated that a small red 
ribbon will be given to designate 
the 8th donation. Under the new 
system a bronze pin is awarded for 
the first donation, a silver one for 
the third, and the red ribbon is ad­ 
ded to the silver pin for the 8th. 
The red ribbon and silver pin 
are expected to become the sym­ 
bol of “gallon clubs” in many com­ 
munities where the Red Cross is 
collecting blood, he said. Donations 
can be made at intervals of IO 
weeks and are limited to five a 
year, Mr. King explained.

From Camp McCoy, Wisconsin, 
this week comes a news story of 
the work Lt. Wm. Kopplin is en­ 
gaged in as company commander 
of the second engineer corps. Hop- 
piin hails from Arlington Heights. 
“Toggle ropes ready.” 
“Construct ropes.” 
. . . those five words by Lt. 
Wm. Kopplin, Co. C 2nd Eng. 
Corps, is signal for 40 Camp Mc­ 
Coy supermen of the Second In­ 
fantry division to snap into action. 
“Trained fingers loop the ropes 
. . . the men dash through sand and 
underbrush to a river 150 ft. away 
. . . their rope bridge is strung 
above the river between two tow­ 
ering trees . * . and the entire 
grouped race across the bridge to 
the other side. Ten minutes flat 
from the time of Kopplin’s first or­ 
der. 


Prim e Condition 
“ Doubt it if you will — but a 
mere glance at these physically lit, 
picked fighting rangers — their 
faces bronzed by weeks of rigid 
training in the sun and air — will 
convince you that they are ready 
for anything. 
* . 
“During a training period of two 
months their superb ability and 
stamina have been given full play 
and they’ve been trained to a flaw­ 
less peak. They're crack riflemen 
—they can cover an approximate 
two and a half mile stretch with 
full pack over rough terrain in 
less than 30 minutes — they wield 
a death-dealing, six-inch trench 
knife with lightning dexterity — 
and they can scale a wall or cliff 
with the greatest of ease. Train­ 
ing for night travel along their 
rope bridge is given by sending 
the men over a river or ravine 
blindfolded. 
Tough Soldiers 
“The toggle rope is a section of 
three-quarters inch rope in seven 
and a half foot sections held by 
each man. The toggle is an eight 
inch section of wood which serves 
as an interlocking piece when mak­ 
ing a bridge or weapon for defense 
when a ranger is trapped. 
The 
bridge is actually three strands 
of rope, forming a triangle. Two 
strands serve as arm supports 
while the third is the pathway. 
“The trench knife may be used 
in inany ways. The handle of the 
knife serves as brass knuckles 
while the top of the knife’s handle 
is pointed. A quick upward swing 
of that joint can easily break a 
man’s jaw or a crushing blow' from 
the knuckles followed by a slash­ 
ing sweep with the small, sharp 
blade will settle any argum ent in 
record time.” 
The above story of the work of 
Kopplin’s company appeared in a 
Wisconsin newspaper, praising the 
organizing efficiency of Kopplin 
and his staff.

Shells are now rolled under 
the screens and printed at the rate 
of about 60 per hour, as compared 
with a previous rate of from three to 
five minutes per shell.
